It's going to turn out, residents and their pocketbooks, to 
see that the Navy Emergency Relief Society not only makes its 
anticipated quota but goes over the financial top.

KIPLINGEB 



v^EVERAL weeks ago in this column we pointed out that 
Margaret Leech's Pulitzer Prize winning book-of-*c month "Reveille in 
Washington," was the best book about the nation's capital in Civil War 

days. Por the best b»ok about Washington 
today, read W. M. Eiplingcr's "Washing- 
ton Is Like That." 

Mr. Kiplingcr is e«ditor and publisher of 
tnc well-known Kiplcngcr Washington Let- 
ter, to which thousands of business men 
throughout the cou-ntry subscribe. There 
are probably very few men living who have 
a better knowledge of the ins and outs of 
the District of Columbia. 

"Washington Is Like That" is no mere 
guide book. Writing; ?n a lively, chatty 
style, the author cbcsi.t hesitate to give 
criticism and offer opinions on different 
phases of life in the capital. 
Since the most prominent person in Washington is the President, Mr. 
Kiplingcr devotes an entire chapter to Mr. Big, as he calls the chief 
executive of the nation. Another section of the look contains thumb- 
nail sketches of fifty-five of the leaders in Washin gton, including Henry 
Wallace, Cordcll Hull, Harry Hopkins, Frances Perkins, and many 
others whose names are famous. 

Thumbing at random through the book, we discover a study of the 
Supreme Court, a discussion of lawyers, lobbyists and farmers, a chapter 
on the different government departments and their services, and a 
description of the unique qualities of Washington itself as a city. 

Mr. Kiplingcr has some interesting things to say about women in 
Washington. Forty-five per cent of the women there work outside their 
homes at wage-earning jobs — a far 
higher percentage than that of any 
other comparable city in the nation. 
Fifty per cent of the Government jobs 
are held by women. The women out- 
number the men by the ratio of ten to 
nine, resulting in a scramble, he says, 
for eligible males. 

But women are important in Washington now, in spite of the fact 
that years ago repeated attempts were made by anti-feminists to keep 
them in the home. In fact, as late as 1911, tie current Civil Service 
Commissioner demanded that no more women s-tenographers should be 
hired. "The blondes," he thundered, "are too frivolous, and the brunettes 

are too chatty." 

» * * 

"The Importance of Living," by the Chincst journalist and philoso- 
pher, Lin Yutamg, was recently banned 
in Italy. When Dr. Lin was asked why 
he thought this was done, he said that 
possibly the fallowing sentence in his 
book was amo«ng those parts resented 
by the fascists : "As for international 
understanding, I feel that macaroni 
has done mow for our appreciation of 
Italy than Muwolini." ' 

"The only shing I do ' not under- 
stand," Dr. Ian stated, "is why my 
book wasn't banned before. Evidently 

the Fascist bureaucracy is not as efficient as it is reputed to be." 
"The Importance of Living" was a Book-of-the-Month Club selection 

several years back arid was for many months on all best-seller lists in the 

nation.

Section Of Avenue 
Leading Into Old 
Lancaster Rd. To Be 
Repaved 

The lower part of Montgomery' 
Ave., where it runs Into Old Lan- 
caster Rd. at Cynwyd will be re-sur- 
faced by the Montgomery County 
Board of Commissioners. Fred C 
Peters Ardmore. is president of the 
Board. 

Montgomery Ave. with Old Lan- 
caster rd. is the principal Lower 
Merion Township traffic feeder Into 
the 54th and City Line ave. section. 
Re-pavement of this portion of the 
avenue is a continuation of the work 
begun by the commissioners last 
year when the upper section of the 
highway was improved. 

The present portion to be re-sur- 
faced extends from Old Gulph rd. to 
Old Lancaster rd. 

Estimated cost of the work, pre- 
pared by county engineers, is $33,000. 
Approval of the priority under 
which the bituminous material will 
be obtained for the resurfacing has 
been received from the Federal 
Works Agency of the Public Roads 
Administration.

The Advisory Committee on Sal- 
vage In Harrisburg report?, how- 
ever, that there will he a reduction 
of one cent per pound due to the 
lowering of the celling price from 
six cents to five cents a pound on 
household grease sold to Tenderers 
l.-om meat dealers and othpr 
sources. This will reduce the price 
to the housewife who takes her 
can of household fat to the meat 
c;ealer to 4c a pound, since the 
rreat dealer makes a charge of one 
cent a pound for handling.

Wright Reports 
defense Progress 

Volunteers Predominate 
In 25,000 Engaged in 
Defense Work in Co. 

More than 25.000 citizens of Mont- 
gomery County are participating in 
Civilian Defense activities at the 
present time, according to a report 
submitted by Guier S. Wright. Di- 
rector General of the Montgomery 
County Defense Council, to County 
Commissioners Fred C. Peters. Fos- 
ter C Hillegass and Raymond K. 
Mensch. 

Wright's report, which covers the 
first year's work on Civilian Defense 
in the County, concludes with the 
following statement: 

"It is to be noted that the results 
obtained in Montgomery County are 
largely through the efforts of men 
who have willingly volunteered their 
services. Ours has been a campaign 
of education and appeal to the Am- 
erican spirit, and never, knowingly, 
one of undue pressure. We have 
dealt with the local communities cf 
the County and they have given us 
a response of which they can be 
proud." 

The report points out that 61 lo- 
cal Councils of Defense have been 
organized and that 45 are in good 
working condition. It also states 
that 20.000 of the 25.000 citizens 
participating in Civilian Defense 
activities are fully qualified by 
training or service. 

Subjects covered in Director Gen- 
eral Wright's report include the 
following: 

Air Raid Precautions, Radio 
warning, Air Raid wardens, demoli- 
tion squads, decontamination squads, 
fire watchers, Auxiliary firemen. 
Auxiliary police, emergency medical 
service, messenger service, feeding 
units, control centers, sp'ecial ser- 
vices, training salvage, victory gar- 
dens, women's activities, and Mont- 
gomery CoHnty Defense Council 
office.

Taxpayers Get Liens

their whole-hearted support and 
endorsement. 

Under the law, local tax collectors 
are required to file liens on or be- 
fore the first Monday in May with 
the County Commissioners against 
any properties for which real estate 
taxes are unpaid by that date. II 
the taxes remain unsatisfied after 
the legal period, the County Treas- 
urer is required by law to sell the 
properties at public sale. 

Heretofore, no notice had been 
give to the taxpayer when liens 
were filed by the tax collector, un- 
less, as in some isolated cases, the 
tax collector took it upon himself 
to notify the taxpayer that Hens 
were about to be filed or had been 
filed. 

The statements being sent out by 
the Commissioners to taxpayers will 
enable them to check with their 
own records, and. if discrepancies 
exist, take up the matter with the 
proper authorities instead of wait- 
ing until a Treasurer's tax sale. 

The statement of unpaid 1941 
taxes, the first batch of which were 
mailed today, sets forth the amount 
of school, borough or township. 
County and Institution district 
taxes due. plus penalties, and then 
read", as follows: 

"Your local tax Collector has re- 
turned to our office the above state- 
ment of taxes as due and owing by 
you. and for the purpose of having 
the same liened as required by an 
act of the Legislature. 

"We are submitting this informa- 
tion, so that you may be informed 
of the status of your 1941 taxes.
